Bitter Fight Expected Over the Charles- 
ton Office—Delaware Senators Like- 
ly to Support Mr. ‘Byrne. 


. 


Special lo The New York, Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 6. — President 
Roosevelt to-day renewed his nominations 
of William D. Crum, colored, to be Collector 
of Customs at Charleston, 8. C., and Will- 
iam M, Byrne to be Federal District Attor- 
ney of Delaware. Senate committees took 
untgvomgble action on both these nomina- 
tiov#s at the late session of Congress. 

There was something of a stir in the Sen- 
ate when it was learned that the first nom- 
ination sent by the President was that of 
Dr, Crum.. Although the President's course 
in sticking to his men is applauded by 
many Senators, the renewal of the nomina-~* 
tion. aroused the ire of Senator Tillman: 
He declared with his accustomed emphasis 
that Crum should not be confirmed if he 
could help it, and that he -should re 
confirmation to the bitter end, 

There is no doubt that a fierce fight will 
take place over the matter, and the case Is 
likely to result in a sharp political division. 

The nomination has reached the Senate 
at a more favorable season than when it 
first was made. Then it was referred to 
the Committee on Commerce, and after 
several hearings, participated in by leading 
citizens of Charleston and some prominent 
negroes of the country, the committee, by 
8 to 7, voted to report the nomination un- 
favorably, Senators Jonés' of Nevada and 
Perkins joining with the six Democrats. 

With the retirement of Senators Turner, 
Vest, and Jones there is a majority for 
Crum if the Senators adhere to their orig- 
inal attitude on the matter. It is therefore 
likely that he will; get a favorable report, 
If the fight on him shbuld be successful it 
is not ‘likely that-he will be rejected, but 
that the nomination will not be acted on. 
In this event it is expected that the Presi- 
dent will not again appoint Crum in the 
recess. There seems to be little doubt, 
ively ie that the Senate will act affirma- 
tively he Committee on Commerce found 
nothing in Crum’s record ‘to object to. He 
was shown*to have the ability, the charac- 
ter, and’ the popularity, even with the 
whites, to recommend him for the place.

The price 
fluctuations, accordingly, were violent, and 
the rapidity with which they slid up and 
down the scale was ‘herefore quite bewild- 
ering to the crowd of. sightseers who, at- 
tracted by the reports in the newspapers, 
ha‘l come down to see the fun. The gal- 
lery, which is rather small, was crowded 
all day with a motley throng, so eager to 
get a gvod view of the fray that at one 
time there was fear that it might break 
down the railing. Ropes were stretched 
across, therefore, to keep the visitors as 
far hack as possible. 

Daniel Sully, who has become more and 
more every day the acknowledged leader of 
the bulls, was on the floor all day direct- 
ing the forces under his command. He 
seeinecd, however, to have become a little 
tired of the notoriety which his operations 
have directed toward him, and refused to 
be interviewed after the close of the mar- 
ket. During the day, however, he did give 
out the following statement. cf his position:

HEAVY BLOW TO CORN BULLS. 


Chicago Commission Decides That 
“ Kiln-Dried ” Is Deliverable on Con- 
tracts—Break in the Market. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, March 5.—Bull manipulation in 
corn recéived a heavy blow to-day when 








-the commission appointed some time ago 


to consider ‘* kiln-dried’’ corn decided to 
make no change in the rules regarding its 
inspection. With kiln-dried corn deliver- 
able on contracts, if otherwise good enough, 
the local elevator concerns can dry out the 
No. 3 corn, so abundant this year, and 
bring it up to grade. 

The effect of this decision on the corn 
market was a 1% cent break from the high 
point of the day.

MORE SAVINGS BANK BILLS. 


Senator| Frawley Would Limit Serplus 
‘Accounts with the Idea of Forcing 
Up: Interest Payments. 


Spécial to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 5.—Senator Frawley is 
leading a savings bank reform crusade. He 
introduced a bill last week which provides 
that there should be an annual election of 
Directors on a ed day, and that every 
depositor. should ‘have the right to vote 


either .in person or by proxy. He intro- 
ducéd two more bills to-day, built upon the 
theory that the savings bank depositor is 
not getting all that he should. 

The first bill provides that in determining 
the percentage of surplus, the bank's in- 
terest-paying stocks and bonds shall be 
estimated at their market value. A_ second 

rovision is that tthe Superintendent of 
Banks shall ascertain the mumber. and 
— of defunct accounts carried: upon 
the books, and in his discretion cause them 
to be carried in the surplus account. 

The second bill provides that the surplus 
fund of a go oy es wank, shall not. exceed 
10 per cent..of its os * 

Senator Frawley said to-day: The bill 
which. has to:do with the manner in which 
the surplus of a savings bank shall be de- 
termined is intended to prevent the banks 
from carrying in so-called defunct accounts 
funds that should really be a part of their 

surplus, or from underestimating the value 
of their stocks or bonds which go to make 
up their surplus, 

“The bill providing that the surplus of 
a savings bank shall not exceed 10 per cent. 
of the deposits has for its object the pre- 
vention of the accumulation of great sur- 
pluses by savings institutions. and the 
temptation to extravagance which their 
existence affords to the managers of the 
institutions,-and also is intended to raise 
the ay ye * which these banks pay 
to the deposito 

‘“‘ These ihstitutions now pay 3 and 3% per 
cent. to depositors: The money of the depos- 
itors is loaned by them for 5 and6 per cent. 
If they were compelled to give to the de- 
positors all of the profit beyond that neces- 
sary to maintain a 10 per cent. surplus and 
cover the reasonable running expenses, the 
interest rate would advance.”’

Littauer was the Roosevelt-Odell candi- 
cate agelnet Congressmen. Emerson and 
Stewart, who were thrown into the same 
district with him under the redistriction of 
the State. Senator Platt and his friends 
favored either Emerson: or Stewart as 

against Littauer. The contest was a yo 
tracted one, and Littauer’s success | 
gossip of a rather sensational character. 

The reason given for the removal of 
Rebell is that he is alleged to have retained 
a portion of the salary of Charles L. 
Wagner, one of his clerks. The charges 
were pushed by the Postal Clerks’ Associa- 
tfon and by Jacob Snell, former Republican 
eader of the county. 

Wagner, in.an-affidavit dated Sept. 30, 
1902; asserts that when the Government 
paid him $400 a year Rebell retained $150 
and when his pay was raised to = an 
then to $600, Rebell retained $400. Rebell, 
he says, told him this portion of the salary 
was retained because the Postmaster had to 
\pay' political assessments.

ALBANY, March 6—“‘This is the 
blindest bill which has-been before the 
Senate in a hundred years,’’ was the com- 
ment of Senato. Brackett upon the meas- 
ure introduced by Senator Goodsell relat- 
ing to consents far street surface railroads 
when it was called up in the upper house 
to-day. 

“If there is any specific case where 
there is a desire to validate old consents,” 
continued Senator Brackett, “it would be 
infinitely ‘better to have a special act for 
that purpose rather than seek to accom- 
plish that result by a measure with pro- 
visions so general in character that no one 
can just make out what the bill might do.” 

Mr. McClelland offered an amendment 
that no oldf/consents of a railroad already 
in operation should be revived. Mr. Good- 
sell said {te such an amendment would 
practically \kill the bill. 

“If there is no Ethiopian in the bill,” 
retorted Mr. McClelland, “‘my amendment 
would do no harm.” 

After some further talk Mr. Goodsell 
asked that the bill be laid aside. While 
he says that it is intended to apply to a 
railroad company in Rockland and Orange 
Counties, it has been bruited about that the 
measure would have the effect of reviving 
a lot of old consents which the Interurban 
Street Railroad Company of New York 
City is anxious to have revived, notably 
an old consent to. lay tracks on LHighty- 
sixth Street. 

When Senator Barnes’s Street Car Ves- 
tibule bill came up in Committee of the

National League Men Attend the 
American League’s Session.. 


Schedule of the Younger Organization 
Completed—Location of New York 
Grounds Still a Secret. 


Representatives of the rival National and 
American Baseball Leagues held. sessions 
yesterday at the Victoria and Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotels. Several of the National League 
club Presidents made a social call on Pres- 
ident ‘chnson of the American League, 
during which they deciared that the peace- 
ful conditions which now exist between 
both organizations should be maintained, 
for the benefit of every one interested as 
well as thé game itself. Among those 
who called upon President. Johnson were

were made during the last three months 
made such a meeting possible, and there 
seems to be an inclination on both sides 
to continue the friendly relations now firm- 
ly established. 

The American League’s annual meeting 
hegan at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yester- 
day afternoon, and it was generally be- 
lieved that the location of the new club's 
playing site would have been one of the 
first arnouncements made, but the anxious 
people still are guessing, as the long-looked- 
for information did not materialize. The 
only business transacted at yesterday's 
session was the adoption of the playing 
schedule for the coming season—at !east, 
that is what President Johnson and the 
other club representatives said. To-day 
the delegates are to meet again at 11 
o'clock, and the location of the new grounds 
very probably will be made known to- 
night. 

There will be very little friction between

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ENGINEER BOND'S ESTIMATES. 

On dull days or in the lengthening aft- 
ernoons, when the business of the office 
has been finished up, State Engineer 
Benp delights to take a pencil and pad 
and cipher out some additional millions 
of cost for the canal improvemént. He 
has now boosted his estimates. above one 
hundred millions, and the possibilit#es of 
increment are by no means exhausted. 

Three years ago the commission of 
which Police Commissioner GREENE was 
Chairman estimated the cost of a 1,000- 
ton barge canal along the Erie Canal 
route, of improving the Oswego Canal, 
and of completing the improvement of 
the Champlain Canal, at $62,000,000. 
State Engineer Bcnp as a first attempt 
added $20,000,000 to these estimates. As 
the $82,000,000 did not frighten the 
friends of the canals, the State Engi- 
neer has revised his figures, and on the 
plea of higher prices, increased labor 
cost, and other incidentals, now an- 
nounces that the improvements for 
which provision is made in the bill fa- 
vored by the Canal Association will cost 
$91,674,583; to which he adds $7,355,965 
for a twelve-foot deepening of the 
Champlain Canal, and about a million 
and a half for the Troy-Waterford and 
Tonawanda-Buffalo work, arriving at a 
total cost of $100,562,993. Whereupon, in 
simulated alarm, but real glee and con- 














_ fidence, all the enemies of the State's 


system of waterways cry out loudly that 
the people will never stand such a bill 
and would surely vote down the project 
if it was submitted to them at the polls. 

Against the estimates of State Engi- 
neer BcND We may put the judgment of 
engineers. of much greater experience 
and distinction. Mr. Grorer F. Mor- 
RIson, in his testimony before the Joint 
Canal Committees of the Senate and As- 
sembly on Feb. 17, after discussing the 
factors of cost to which some addition 
over the original Bond estimate might 
be necessary, replied in answer to the 
question whether he believed that the 
1,000-ton barge canal as planned could 
be built for $82,000,000, “I believe it 
can be built for the estimate. I believe 
that if properly handled, with e compe- 
tent set of engineers and a competent 
staff of Inspectors, with a perfectly fair 
letting and everything handled in the 
best way in which the best management 
handles it, it can be built inside of that.” 

Prof. WILLIAM H. Burr testified before 
the Joint Committees on Feb. 24: “I 
have given this matter very careful con- 
sideration since the present session of the 
Legislature began, and while there may 
be room for difference of opinion to some 
exteni, I have been unable to conceive of 
any substantial reason why the estimates 
made at that time [that is, when the 
Bond estimates were complied] will not 
hold at present.’ 

Major THomas W. Symons of the Corps 
of Engineers of the United States Army 
as lately as Feb. 10 expressed the opin- 
jon that it was unnecessary to add any- 


- thing to the estimates because of higher 


prices, first, because the estimates were 
made with a great deal of liberality, and, 
second, because there is fully as much 
reason to believe that prices will go down 
in the next years as to believe that they 
will remain as they are. Mr. ALFRED 
Noein, President of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, assents to the 
opinion that the original estimate is ade- 
quate and entitled to th® confidence of 
the people of the State. 

If State Engineer Bonp is bent on de- 
feating the plan of canal improvement 
we must admit that his measures have 
been well taken. If the enemies of all 
canal improvement can persuade the 
Legisiature and the public to accept the 
revised Bond estimaté, it is their privi- 
lege to do sq—aill is fair in war, But that

‘We do not think much in this country 
of the German professpr when he steps 
outeide of his specialty, nor even when 
he remains in it, if he drags what we 
may cell the professirial sheepskin in

When ‘the Junkers were alarmed at the 
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Now, it is the professors who are tak- 
ing a hand in the disci#sion of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. The simultaneity of this 
outbreak of the Prussian publicists is 
the most noteworthy fact about it. Prof. 
WaGner declares that the Monroe Doc- 
trine is an “ unheard-of assumption,” al- 
though it has been “heard of” by all 
diplomatists and international lawyers 
for more than three-quarters of a cent- 
jury, though not by Prussian professors, 
it seems, until it was discovered that the 
future of Prussia lay “upon the water,” 
and that the Monroe Doctrine was an ob- 
stacle in the way of her possession of 
the earth. The learned professor also 
finds the doctrine “an empty preten- 
sion,” and remarks that there is behind 
it on the part of the United States, “ nei- 
ther energetic will nor actual power.” 
As to the “ energetic will,” how can he 
possibly Know? and as to the “actual 
power,” every lover of civilization must 
hope that he may never be undeceived in 
the only way in which that process ap- 
pears to be practicable. 

Simultaneously appears Prof. VON D&L- 
BRUECK, who is evidently a publicist of 
the widest politieal vision and of the 
surest political tact. He proves his pos- 
session of these advantages by advocat- 
ing a permanent alliance of Germany and 
Great Britain against the United States. 
Considering what -has happened in re- 
gard to Venezuela, the poor man is not 
so much to be blamed for this fond im- 
agination. But, very clearly, his forte is 
not “ welt politik.” 

To these publicists joins himself a 
third, the editor of the Berlin Post, who 
states that “the Monroe Doctrine, from 
the standpoint of international law, is 
a non-binding monologue, the enforce- 
ment of which is purely a question of 
force.”" 

With this statement of the case we

REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF 
MEDICINE. 

A bill is now pending in the Legislat- 
ure of Pennsyivania which appears to 
offer a perfectly satisfactory basis for 
the settlement of disputes and conten- 
tions among the several schools of med- 
ical practice by placing them all on an 
equality before the law. It provides that 
All persons who shall profess to diag- 
nose or treat disease or injury “by any 
method whatsoever’ shall be licensed, 
and that the condition of such license 
shall be the passing before a Board of 
Medical Examiners constituted by the 
State of a satisfactory examination in 
anatomy, physiology, pathology, and di- 
agnosis, or present satisfactory evidence 
of having passed such examination be- 
fore a similar body in another State 
having equally stringent requirements. 

This seems to be entirely just and 
perfectly proper. The new law, if en- 
forced, would exclude from medical 
practice by any system or method those 
not qualified by education to practice the 
healing art intelligently and in the light 
of khowledge gained through centuries 
of empiricism in disease treatment; also 
those with no knowledge of the human 
body, and unable to diagnose the symp- 
toms which reveal the nature of disease. 
Beyond that the law has no right to go. 
If a man or woman with proper qualifi- 
cations to decide wisely and act intelli- 
gently in the sickroom deems it corisist- 
ent with the interests of the patient to 
practice alopathy, or homeopathy, or 
osteopathy, or hydropathy, or even hyp- 
notism, that is a matter of judgment— 
subject to revision by the courts only on 
the allegation of malpractice. The the- 
ory is, however, that one who can qual- 
ify for medical practice by passing an 
examination in the sciences which are 
the elements of a modern medical edu- 
cation will not practice quackery in any 
form, and that human life will not be 
sacrificed to credulity in incompetent 
charlatans who claim to know more than 
they do know and Who live chiefly by 
discrediting the conscientious and intelif- 
gent practice of medicine. 

The proposed iaw would also have 
great value in relieving the courts of 
much embarrassment in dealing with 
the fakirs of Christian Science, whose 
stock in trade consists in phrases which 
mean nothing and whose mercenary 
* miracies " are frauds on the credulous. 
Many Judges have been restrained in 
dealing with these people as the law 
provides, when indicted for murder or 
manslaughter, by the plea that Christian 
Science is a religion and not a school of 
practice, and that to persecute these 
people because of their faith was certain- 





} ly cruel and possibly dangerous, The 


proposed Pennsylvania law mects this 
difficulty perfectly. ‘The Christian Scien- 
tists may practice their alleged religion 
unmolested. If qualified to treat disease 


not qualified they must not attempt to 
treat it at all, but may pray and work 
“absent” miracles to their hearts’ con- 
tent. When they do assume responsibil- 
ity it is only proper that they should 
take the consequences of ignorance dis- 
played in gainful imposture. The stand- 
ard to which they are required to con- 
form is a fair one, and applies equally to 
-art.. It goes as far as any law should 
in reguiating the practice of medicine

OYSTERS AND TYPHOID. 

The edict of the Emperor WILLIAM 
benishing British oysters from the im- 
perial larder and substituting Dutch and 
Danish oysters in place thereof will 
doubtless have an important influence in 
closing the German markets against a 
prised delicacy. Why any one should 
consider the diminutive and “ coppery ”’ 
English oyster a delicacy, at home or 
abroad, is inscrutable to Americans. 
But doubtless Britons do. Very likely 
the Emperor's action will tend to create 
@ prejudice against all oysters among 
loyal subjects of his Majesty, and if the 
bacteriologists and biologists of the uni- 
versities have views of their own on the 
subject of the proneness of the oyster to 
harbor the bacillus typhosus and impart 
the same to the good people who eat 
thereof, to say so would sufficiently sa- 
vor of lése majesté to suggest “the 
golden silence of the Greek,” or even 
the habitual reticence of the oyster him- 
self, as worthy of imitation. 

As a matter of fact, the Emperor has 
no need of better authority for discrimi-

nating against English oysters than he. 


may glean from English sources. From 
recent reports of the Public Health Com- 
mittee of the London County Council the 
contamination of shellfish by sewage has 
not escaped notice, and legislative pro- 
tection against such contamination is 
sought from Parliament. The recom- 
mendation of the Public Health Commit- 
tee, which was adopted by the London 
County Council, was as follows: 


That a letter be addressed to the Local 
Government Board expressing the Council's 
hope that in the interests of the public 
health the board will, as soon as possible, 
take steps to obtain an amendment of the 
law so as to prohibit under heavy penalties 
the laying down of all edible forms of 
shellfish in sewage-polluted creeks or other 
dangerous localities and the sale of such 
shellfish for human consumption and that 
all unpolluted layings, fattening beds, and 
storage ponds at present in use may be 
protected from pollution by sewage by any 
person or sanitary authority. 


As thé result of investigations which 
have been given to the public, the Brit- 
ish trade in shellfish of all kinds is at 
the présent time in a state of paralysis. 
Not half the number of oysters or cockles 
are consumed that were required to meet 
the demands of the market a year ago, 
and the same is true of whelks, winkles, 
mussels, and scallops. There is also a 
popular suspicion of certain varieties of 
food fish which are known to be caught 
in waters liable to infection. One of the 
leading oyster merchants of London is 
quoted as foll6ws by The Daily Chron- 
icle: 

London is now practically secure against 
infection from shellfish, owing to the pre- 
cautions adopted by the Fishmongers’ Com- 
pany; but such restrictions do not exist in 
the provinces. The variety Londoners con- 
sume just now come chiefly from the 
Brightlingsea, the Mumbles, Rainham, 
Whitstable deep-sea beds, as well as direct 
from America and Holland. At least one 
large London restaurant has given up the 
sale of oysters altogether, and discharged 
its ‘“‘oysterman,”* while several others 
have removed oysters from their menus. 
The Continental trade, too, has been con- 
siderably reduced, although it has not suf- 
fered to the same extent. In fact, the 
trade all round has been hit very hard. As 


. an instance of this, I may mention that 


my own firm just before Christmas were 
selling 25,000 oysters a day, whereas we 
now average under 3,000, with the prospect 
of a further reduction. 

From every point of view this is a se- 
rious matter. Not only is an important 
industry reduced to a condition of par- 
tial paralysis, but the food supply is cur- 
tailed at a time when such curtailment 
cannot fail to be sharply felt. 

The oyster is a subject of as much in- 
terest to New York as to London or Ber- 
lin. A consensus of conservative medical 
opinion warrants the belief that typhoid 
fever is often caused by raw oysters and 
clams. Very many of the oysters have 
been transplanted. From their native 
beds they are taken to beds where they 
“drink’’ the brackish water of tidal 
flow over the bars of streams polluted 
with sewage. This treatment fattens 
and bleaches them, and makes them 
commercially attractive. These trans- 
planted oysters are much more like- 
ly to be dangerous than those fresh from 
their native beds where the water is 
purer.* From the point of view of the 
bacteridlogist suspicion attaches to the 
oyétets fromm the “drinking beds” 
nest New Work. Qur Board of Health has 
had this qatter: under consideration for 
some time, and has r ed from tak- 
ing action onty teenie with its present 
organization it would find difficulty in 
enforcing its own rulés against the sale 
of infected shelifish. Enough consumers 
are already nervous to make the sale of 
oysters under responsible .guarantees a 
very attractive business. There are 
plenty of oysters from sources beyond 
suspicion. :

found, nor any sign that beyond the nat- 
tral provision referred to any was need- 
ful. The early Greek infant grew into 
proportions of remarkable beauty and 
into mental and spiritual potency and 
graces never surpassed without any such 
supplementary elements of sustenance. 
The wisdom of Socrarms and the elo- 
quence of PLaTo and the courage of 
MILTIADES were nurtured upon the pro- 
vision which nature supplied without a 
registered trade mark or vociferous af- 
firmations of its superiority. It is quite 
possible that the modern period has de- 
veloped infantile needs hitherto un- 
known, but on this point it is only the 
professional physiologist and medical 
counselor who is entitled to speak with 
authority. 

It is, however, not beyond the prov- 
ince of the layman to interpose a word 
of remonstrance when for.’any rea- 
son these dietetic innovations take on too 
extravagant and daring a character. For 
example, there can be little doubt that 
the Cleveland infant which recently ate 
up the marriage certificate of its sister, 
fresh from the proper official source, 
signed, punched, rubber-stamped, and 
certified, had been gradually hardened 
by practice to all existing varieties of 
patent baby food, and came thus to the 
perpetuction of this dietetic eccentricity 
after a course of discipline leading nat- 
urally up to some exploit of the kind. 
The moral of the occurrence admits of 
various formulation, but it ought to con- 
vey the lesson that moderation and dis- 
crimination in the use of baby foods is 
the part of parental wisdom, and if this 
is not exercised with due vigilance ex- 
posure of marriage certificates in the 
precincts of the nursery is attended with 
a form of peril hitherto unsuspected, but 
now shown to be quite real and of unde- 
termined injurious possibilities.

——Salvador, he smallest but most 
thickly populated of the Central American 
** republics,” has been an independent na- 
tion since 1839, and for some time before 
that it was a State in a self-governing fed- 
eration. It is, \therefore, far from the 
youngest in the sisterhood of peoples, and 
ought to have learned a good deal. Appar- 
ently it has learned something, for it has 
just managed to effect a peaceful transfer 
of its Presidency from the General whose 
term of office had expired to the General 
who had been elected to succeed him. . This 
has not happened before, it is reported, for 
an even fifty years, and the citizens of 
Salvador are much delighted by their at- 
tainment to so lofty a level of political 
virtue. The achievement is not an unim- 
portant one, since, having tried the. experi- 
ment once, they may not wait another fifty 
years before trying it. again, and, with a 
few repetitions, the necessity for using 
quotation marks when referring to Salva- 
dor as a republic may disappear. How- 
ever, before making many deductions from 
this peaceful transfer of power in a land 
where it has hithérto always been effected 
by means of a revolution, it will be judi- 
cious to await the popular verdict upon the 
innovation. It is not at all certain that 
the change will give general s@gtisfaction. 
Picturesqueness and excitement are lack- 
ing from an inauguration according to the 
forms of law, and a lot of men must have 
been deprived of their accustomed employ- 
ment as soldiers of fortune in the pay of 
ambitious statesmen, Possibly the change 
of heart among the leaders may lead to 
revolution of a sort entirely new in Latin 
America—a revolution started and main- 
tained by the people for their own purposes. 
Perhaps that would aecomplish more than 
a carefully arranged and successfully exe- 
cuted shift of military dictators.

It was supposed that he had 
been stolen, and the case was put in the 
hands of the Sheriff, who, after searching 
vainly In other directions, went to the lone- 
ly cabin, and there, dead on the grave of 
the old miner, found the missing horse. 
All this ts told with much particularity, 
and—it may be true. With a dog for hero, 
the story would have excited few doubts, 
but a horse is not a very sentimental ani- 
mal, as a rule, and though the conditions 
in which this horse lived with his master 
were such as to make likely an: unusual 
amount of friendship between them, the 
story still does seem to be one. that 
wouldn’t be the worse for half a dozen 
good affidavits. And no affidavits go 
with it. 


—Although the investigations of the 
State Board of Health have not resulted in 
a positive determination of the way in 
which the water supply of Ithaca was in- 
fected, the way in which it might have 
been, and probably was, done is pointed 
out in the bulletin now issued, and, with 
an adequate cause for the epideimié re- 
vealed, there is little use in looking for 
any other. In one of the three ravines 
through which the city’s water is collected 
a colony of foreign laborers was encamped 
during the Fall and early Winter, work- 
ing on a storage dam. The sanitary con- 
diticns of this sequestered settlement of 
ignorant laborers were known only to them- 
selves and the contractor, but they can be 
readily imagined, and a single case of 
typhoid there would render inevitable 
all that has _ since happened. It may 
or may not be possible now to as- 
certain that the epidemic was started 
in this manner, but the chance for 
it was large, and no mention is made 
of precautionary measures. Perhaps simi- 
lar risks have been run in the course of 
most watershed operations. That does not 
affect Ithaca’s responsibility, however, nor 
does it change the fact that all her feyer 
victinis have died of a disease that could 
have been predicted as well as prevented. 





Estimate of Benedict Arnold.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Representa- 
tives of both sides of the coal strike ques- 
tion appeared ‘before the anthracite coal 
strike commission to-day.

ROME, March 5.—Dr. Lapponi visited the 
Pope this morning and found him no worse 
with regard to symptoms of any specific 
illness. The physician has forbidden any 
one to see the Pontiff, except the latter's 
nephew, Count Camillo Pecci, who entered 
the Pope’s room as Dr. Lapponi left it. 

The fact is that the Pontiff’s physical 
prostration is due to overwork and over- 
excitement, which, however, leave his 
mental faculties perfectly clear, wonder- 
fully so, indeed. Therefore, Dr. Lapponi 
thinks that a few days’ rest will restore 
the Pope to his usual condition. The phy-

and George A. Plimpton, the Treasurer of 
Barnard. It is stated that the name of the 
donor will not be made public in the future, 
but there is a well-defined rumor, backed 
up by a person in ‘authority, that the~ 
anonymous friend of thé .institution is a 
woman. 

Dean Laura D. Gill of Barnard refused 
either to affirm or deny this, saying that 
she was unable to add any information to 
the statement already issued by President 
Butler. She expressed herself as being 
greatly pleased with the donation, -which 
will provide for Barnard’s needs for ex- 
pansion for many years to come. 

It was expressly stated in President But- 
ler’s announcement that the gift was made 
by a single person: In some quarters the 
person. is believed to be John D. Rocke- 
feller. During. the past few years Mr. 
Rockefeller has given nearly $900,000 to. 
the university and its allied schools, and 
during the present’ academic year he has 
given $500,000 to Teachers College. Last

THe STATUTE OF — — a suit 
brought by the owner of a lot on Fortieth 
Street against the city (Dennison vs. The 
City of New York) to recover the amount 
of an illegal assessment paid to prevent a 
threatened sale, the plaintiff, notwith- 
standing that the Statute of Limitations 
had clearly barred his claim, maintained 
that a law passed in +1896 rendered such 
statute inoperative. This Jaw reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ Whenever an assessmént for a lo- 
cal improvement has been annulled: by the 
judgment or order of any court, any sum 
of money which has been heretofore, or 
shall be hereafter, paid thereon, may be re- 
funded with interest from the time of such 
payment. If not so refunded within one 
year from the time of such judgment or 
order annulling such assessment, an action 
may be maintained to recover such sum 
with interest thereon.’ The plaintiff ar- 
gued that unless the aim of this act was such 
as contended for, it was a needless enact- 
ment, as his right of action to recover an 
illegal assessment existed before the pas- 
sage of the law, and that a literal inter- 
pretation of the act required the construc- 
tion asked for. Justice Mattice yesterday 
gave a decision against the plaintiff. He 
said that while apparently there was much
